A fliock- 
ing inftance this of the wicked and cruel 
lengths to which a man may be prompted 
to run, when he becomes a (lave to envy, 
malice, revenge, or any other vicious pal’ 
lion ! Take care then, my good little 
mailers and milfes, whatever you do, take 
eare, I fay, that you govern your paffions. 

There are many other pictures in the 
gallery, which are well executed, and 'as 
inftructive as thofe we have been deferib- 
ing. But there are two in particular, 
which I mud not omit. The fill of them 
is a fine one of Mailer Alhvortby ; a young
